PONTIUS PILATK AT VIENNE. 

Translated and abrid^^ed from the “Cwm'er des 

Tints Lnti.” 

Vienne in Danphiny, a province of France, 
the ancient capital of transalpine Gnul under 
the Koimins. i*» Mtualed on die river Khone — 
*rhere,on the leit hank of that honiitiiul stream 
is seen a tomb of anciem archilccliire, which, 
acconling to tr^idilinu, is the tomb of Bniitino 
f»iliit(»w...i'iliitp, under wh.*sf govemmenl Jems 
■Christ suffered. Pnssusesl snh Pontio Pilalo . — 
It was ill Vi->nne aLo lhal the NVaudering Jew 
revealed him«elf ill 1777— a most remarkable 
occurrence, tliespnt that contained the ashes 
ol the judge of the Uightcoiis, was to be trodden 
upon by a descendant of his accuser. 

The follo ving chronicle was exlracterl from 
un old l.aiin maini-cript found in n a uionai-te- 
ry mar Vienne: 

It WHS omler ihe reiiin of Caligula ; when C . 
Marciiis was piaslor at Vimme, that an old man, 
bent svilii age, yet of a tall stnlnre, was seen 
to (le^^ceml from his littpr and enter a house of 
nindesi appearsince near the temple of .Mars. — 
Over the door of this house was wriiten in red 
letters, the name of F. .Vlbiniis He was ari 
old acq laiidiince of Pil-ile’s. After mutual 
salutations, Albinus oh-erveil to him, lh *t rna 
ny year* hsil el.ipsed '*ince their separation . —

to he put to death : but though proud ol hi* re' 
gal (iigiiily, yet he was afraid oi commiuing an 
act (hat might diminish his inlluencu with ( «> 
sar. 

Herod called on me one day at (he Pretorinm, 
and on rising to take leave, after some iiisig- 
niticant conv« isntion, he asked rnewhut was 
my opinion concerning the Nazarene.

For what crime? *He has blas- 
phemed ; he has prophesied the ruin of the Tern- 
;ph^; he calls him*elf the Son olGod — the Mes- 
sian — the King of the Jew*.’ liomnn justice , 
said I, piinidielh not such offences with death. 
“Crucily him, crucily him!” shouted forth llie 
relentless rabble. 

'Phe vociferations of the infuriated multi- 
tilde shr.ok the pal.ice to the loumiaiion. One 
man alone appeared calm in the midst of the 
(nimilt. He was like* unto the ^^latlle of inno- 
urence placed In the temples of the Enmiiiides. 
It was the Nazarene. 

Af'.er many fruitless allempls to protect him 
from the fury ol his meicih-^s persecutors, I hail 
the baseness to adopt a mea-nre, which, at (hat 
moment ;ippeared to me to he the only one (hat 
could save Ins lil*>. 1 oiderod him to he scour- 
ved; then, calling for a ewer, I washed my 
hands in presence of (he cl im.irou* multitude, 
thereby slguiljiug to them my disappruhatiun 
of tlie deed. 

But in vain. It was hi* life that (he 80 
wretches thirsted after. Oiten, iti onr civil 
conimotioiis, have 1 wilnei^sed the fiiiious aid 
mosity of the iiiiillilude ; but nothing could 
ever be comparerl lo what I beheld in the pre- 
sent inst.ance. It miuhi have been truly said 
that, nil thi* occasion, all the ph'inlotm* of the 
infernal region* had >i$«c i.bled together at Je- 
ru«alem. *Phc crowd appeari d not to walk ;

It will n^’cessarily form the 
‘iihirct of a demand for redre** upon Her Ma- 
jesty’s Govemiient . 'I'his comrimniraiion i- 
mmle to yoii under the expeclntirm, dint 
ihrongli your instnimciiliility, an early rxjila- 
nation may he obtaineil from the Huihoritiew of

I Mr. Waddy Tompson moved (hat so much 
'of (he message a* relates to (he appropriation 
! should be referred (o the f/'immittee of Foreign 
f Affairs. He had full confidimce that this mat- 
ter would be ivrll mangcd by the Executive, 
but he must say (hat he Io».Ued on the letter of 
.Mr. Forsyth altogether (oo tame, too vague 
for the occasion. A brutal assassination had 
hern comintUed— unarmed and unoffriiding 
AmericMii citizens h:»d been rnnrdned by Bri- 
(i-li soldiers — innrdereri in (heir sleep. Our 
government won! I he held unworthy of ihe 
sympathy of other nations if «he inAdenode- 
maml for retires*. Tlie niurt'erers should be 
demanded am! held amenable to our laws. 

Mr. Camhreleng said that the act coniinilted 
was highly atroeloii*, hut debate at present on 
the subject would bo preuiaiure, atid he rose to 
suggest that Mr. 'i'houipsoii’s motion should be 
adopted. 

Mr. Howard modified hi* motion accordingly. 
Mr Haynes remarkeri in answer to Mr. 'I homp- 
son, that wlien Mr. For'ythhad spok. nofihe 
outrage 118 an assa*n'naiioii and hud demanded 
the piinishiiieiitofils perpetrators, ne certainly 
had ii«ed no vague lam:uAge.

(Mr. Filmore, said (hat (he letter of McNab, 
instead of palliating Ihe outrage ns the gentle- 
man who sent it to (he Chair seemed to sup- 
pD-e, aggravated it. It bore date the very 
night before (lie outrage committed on (heCar* 
oline. Afiei burning I he boat the assassins were 
lighted back lo McNab's c»irnp by beacons 
Uimllerl on purpose. Yet, McNab’s letter con- 
tains an assurance that no violation of our ter- 
ritory was intended. Mr. Filmore, expressed 
his 8urpri*e that nothing was said in Ihe Pre- 
irient’s Message, in regard to the means of pro- 
tecting the fort* on the frontier. One fort had 
been left eiitirelg iinguariled and the cannon 
had been nctnally taken away and curried to 
Grand Island. 

Mr. Tihnghact said that he did not appre- 
lienr. any danger timt a war with Great Britain 
old arise out of the affair. 3*he g«ivcrnment 
of (hat continy couhl never sanction such a de» 
liberate miifiler a* had been comti.iited.

hances should be always kept upon the fron- 
tier. 33ie govermnent hart been guilty, he con- 
tended, and great and culpable neglect in leav- 
ing the arms of the United States unguarded, 
onr military posts vacant, and no force near to 
protect them from pillage and vioJrnce. 

Mr. Bronson defended the administration 
from the attacks made upon it. How, he ask- 
ed was the administration to blame if (he Can- 
adians had crossed the frontier nnd attacked 
certain citizens of the United Stales'* Till 
witliin thirty days past there had been no hos- 
tile demousiralion* on that frontier. Every 
thing WHS perfectly nnd profoundly peaceful 
foity rinys ago. No one had ilreamed of the 
necessity of kebping any force (here. If the 
northern frontier had been fortified nnd 
soned where no war then existed, wh.il would 
have been done for the southern frontier, where 
war nctiinlly exi*te*l! The troops had been 
withdrawn from the north ivhere there was no 
occasion for (hem, to be employ eil at ihe South 
where ihere wa* occasion. It has since been 
imposMhlo to wilh.lraw these troops from the 
^outh and thus leave the frontier de- 

fenceless .

*ion of opinion on tb,(* thought it 

important to inqr.ire who had been the aggres- 
sor* in this affair. Our own people, without 
any an(ho^!^y or perniis-ion from the govern- 
ment, hat' plunged into the quarrel. A fugi- 
tive from Canada, a traitor, acconling to their 
law*, ha<l been openly permitted to recruit in 
(he streets of Buffalo. All (his while we were 
at peace with the British Government. The 
provocation thus afforded by us was surely 
c,rcat. He asked whether we should tolerate 
such doings in Canada, if British citizens were 
to muster on our frontier, with a view of putting 
down our institutions of government? 

If (he Caroline was engaged in carrying to 
Navy Island, articles conlroband of war, he 
would not say that (he representatives of the 
British government hud no right to seize and 
•lestroy her. He thought appearances were 
against us, but without knowing tl.e fact.* of the 
case, he would not pronounce nn opinion. He 
was fo” preserving an honorable bearing towards 
a frientlly |.ower. 

Mr. .Menifee said that no great principal na 
involved in this qiicslioii and he coiidcmmd the 
expression of hostile feelings towards Great 
Britain a* absolutely preposterous. He con- 
•idererl that the conduct of government towards 
Mexico had given occasion and encourageineiit 
to (he behaviour of our jieople in the Canada 
affair. 

.Mr. Thompson vimliented the administra* 
tion n* having done all in its power to prevent 
infractions of our nentnd duties. 

Mr. Wise said ih-at he should not go into the 
question who was in the wrong. He would 
not, as yet, hold (he government ofGreat Bri- 
Inin re*ponfible for what ha* takcri plaec, and 
hop'^d that enough of wi*rioin and prudence 
would pervade the councils of both parties (o 
wevent a war. He then moved (he pieviout 
qne«tion on the motion of reference. The ref- 
erence wa* agreed to hy (he House.

to postpone tlic day to a later period, when 
the Legi.latuies of Viiginia and Maryland 
would he ill session, and an opportunity Kflorded 
of witnessing the action of those bodies on the 
matter’ He thought great caution was neces- 
sary in pursuing this subject, iiiid he hoped it 
would be postponed until the second week in 
January, and miide a motion to thateffect. 

Mr. Beutoii objected to the postponement.— 
The argument was to postpone both bills — the 
shin-plaster bill, und the bank bill — and that 
not to a certain day, but indefinitely, and until 
adjoining States should first act U|>on the same 
subjects . This was the argument of the Sena- 
tor from Kentucky, (Mr. Clay.) Hu motion 
was for a postponement until the second Mon- 
day in January, but the argument was for inde- 
finite postponement, and for contingent action; 
and it was evident, from the two speeches just, 
made by that Senator, (Mr. Clay,) that if the 
postponement was granted , that another would ^ 
^ demanded when it was out; for the whole j 
tenor of his two speeches was, that the shin- 
plasters were not to be suppressed, nor the 
banks in this District required to resume, until 
the adjacent States had first led the way in the 
same work. This was indefinite postponement, 
and contingent action. It was the attempt to. 
do here precisely what had been effected by the 
party opposed to the resumption in the Bank| 
Convention in New York; it was non-action! 
it was to do nothing ! and get rid of the subject! 
without fixing a day ! . I 

Mr. B. denied that there was any validity in 
nnv of the reasons given by the .Senator from 
Kentucky for delayingeither ofthe bills. There 
was a necessity for these filthy shin-plasters.— 
The Senators alone received for their compen- 
sution more hard money than the Distriet r^ 
ouiTctr for change. They had received all their 
nay in gold and silver at the called ression, and 
they were now receiving their pay in hard mo- 
ney and Treasury notes, in the proportion of 
two-thirds hard money and one-third Treasury 
notes. 'This is xiid IB" nricr in which the Senate 
is paid, its officers and all its expenses. — 
Ho presumed the House of Representatives was 
paid in the sime way; and as the expenses of 
the two Houses exceeded three thousand dol- 
lars a day , it would follow that upwards of two 
thousand a day in specie was receiv^ by the 
members and officers in Congress. This was 
the daily supply ; so that, leaving all other 
sources of supply out of the question. Congress 
alone disbursed vastly more hartl money m the 
IHstrict than its buaineM couM absorb, and it 
THIS accordingly purchased up for exportation 
by agents whose advcrtisetnenls could be seen 
in every newpaper. 

The Senator from Kentucky (Mr. Clay) has 
declared that members of Congress cannot get 
chiinee without taking these shin-plasters, but 
all are obliged to take them; that be has to 
take them himself; and he has even made 
profer of a bundle of them heie in the r-enate, 
bi way of giving emphasis to his asservation. 
Blit it is a mistake. No member of Congress is 
obliged cither to give or to take shin-plasters.— 
The two thirds of his pay which he gets in hard 
money will pay all his current expenses ; and 
as for change, he will always get the same in 
change- if he pays out biinl money, he will get 
hard money in change. This was the invarm 
ble practice. Every body knew it. It was 
leon every hour of the day. Two persons mak-' 
ing payment at the same time, and to the same 
person, one paying in hard money, the other 
in shin-plasters, receive their change, in the^ 
presence of each other, in the same medium 
which they use. 

Mr B. adverted to the other bill— the one to 
compel the District banks to resume payment 
by the 1st of May— and declared all the rea- 
sons given by the Senator (rom Kentucky, in 
favor of delaying that bill, to be invalid and in- 
sufficient. One of those reasons was, that the 
banks of the District could not resume until 
their neighbors did— that there must be a gen- 
eral resumption, or the resu.Tiing banks would, 
be destroyed, Mr. B. knew this to be the com-i 
moil argument with all those who were for de- 
jnying the resumption, and ifit prevailed, there 
would be no resumption at all, as many banks 
were either unable or unwilling to resume, and 
would never agree to any time that could bo 
named. The Finance Committee had looked to

“Resolved, That a Committee be appointed: 
on the part of the Senate, jointly with sucli^^ 
committee os may bo appointed on the part o. 
the House of Representatives, to consider and 
report to the Senate and to the House respec- 
tively, what alterations, if any, are necessary 
lo be made; 

“1. In the value of the gold coined at the 
Mint of tho United States, so as to ciieck the 
exportation of that coin, and to restore ii to 
circulation in the U. States. 

“2. In ibe laws relative to foreign coins, so 
as to restore the gold and silver coin of foreign 
nations to their former circulation within the 
United States. 

“3. Ill the joint resolution of 1816, (for the 
better collection of the revenues,) so as to ex. 
elude all bank notes under twenty dollars from 
revenue payments after a given period, anti to 
moke the revenue system of the Unitetl States 
insirumental in the gradual suppression of the 
small note circulation, and the intrixiuction of 
gold and silver for the common currency of the 
country.” 

These aro the experiments, first, to correct 
the gold standard ; secondly, to restore foreign 
coins to circulation ; thirdly, to effect the gra- 
dual suppression of paper currency under twen- 
ty dollars. These are the objects; but, before 
we see what success has attended our exertions 
to accomplish them, let us see what was the 
actual state of me currency at that time, to- 
wit: at (he veto session of 1833. It was this, 
of gold there was not a single piece in ciroula- 
tien; of silver three w.is, according to the esti- 
mate of a Senator from Massachusetts, (Mr. 
Webster,) speaking on data furnished hy the 
Bank of the United States, “from twenty to 
twenty-two millions of dollais;” and of hank 
notes there was a general deluge of the Luaiiesi 
denomination, down to cbe riollar. This was 
the state of the currency in 1832, when General 
Jackson and his frienrls undertook to improve 
its condition. Of gold, the circu'atioii had 
been createt! from nothing to twelve or fifteen 
millions of dollars, and the standard adopted 
by us has been found to be so precisely accu- 
rate that the premium on American gold and 
American silver is now exactly the same ! Our 
Sliver has been increased till it amounts, with 
the gold, to upwards of eighty millions of dol- 
lars, and the small note circulation iiiidei twen- 
ty dollars was in a course of gradual suppres- 
sion in every State in which the political friends 
of General Jackson were in the majority. This 
was the state of the experiment in May last, 
when all the banks in tho Union suddenly clos- 
ed their vaults, and have remained closed ever 
since. They all closed, though all could not 
have desired to do so : and which did not, and 
which did, will be as distinctly seen in the divi- 
sion ofthe iinpenilingquestionof resumption, as 
if it had been openly declared|at the time the 
banks shut up. 

To show the merit of the reform in the cur- 
rency effected by General Jackson and his 
friends, Mr. B. had recourse to another test, 
that of the exports and imports of specie; and 
he rend a table which he hart obtained from the 
Treasury Department. It only went back to 
ihe year 1831, tho year of the veto on the Uni- 
ted States Bunk charter; the result stood thus;

the short space of five years we have an import 
of upwards of sixty-two miliions; an export of 
almost nothing. Making an allowance for the 
gold coined at the mint, the specie brought in 
by passengers nnd not registered at the custom 
houses, and the actual increase of s;wcie for the 
Inst five years aver.ages twelve millions per an 
niiin; and this great increase has been the sal- 
vation of the country, and enabled it to outride 
the storm of the present bank suspension, and 
triumph over it; for complete nnd proud will 
bo the triumph of the country over the diaboli- 
cal design to impose upon it a broken bank pa- 
ver aiKf shin-plaster currency. If there had 
jeen no more specie in the country in May last 
than there was at the time of the veto message 
of 1833, the country would have been crushed ! 
but eighty millions, instead of twenty, hassav- 
eil the country and shown that it is able to 
stand the shuck of a universal suspension of spe- 
cie payments by the hanks Such is the strength 
of General Jackson’s policy— so wisely is it 
founded in correct principles, that even in this 
year of bank suspensions, iiml in defiance of 
nil attempts to drive specie from the country, 
there has been an iinpartation of near eleven 
millions, nnd an export of only six inillions and 
three quarters ; and we are now ready to begin 
another year with the double ndvantago of the 
foreign exchanges in our favor, and the whole 
of the last year’s crop just ready to go to mar- 
ket. The imports of specie for this year must 
then he immense, probably ns great as they 
were the year after the panic, when they 
amounted to near eighteen millions reported 
at tho customs, besiiles several inillions bruuglit 
by emigrants, and not reported. Such is the 
fruit of General Jackson’s policy; and if that 
policy can be continued a few years longer, our 
stock of gold and silver will continue to in- 
crea-m until every part of the Union, like Hol- 
land and France, is saturated with the precious 
metals, and until the most un<launted advocates 
for shin-plasters and broken bank notes will be 
forcer! to admit that there is no necessity for 
such vile and filthy substitutes for specie.

ference was ri Luss oi two millions of specie 
in the twelvre years of bank, and a GAIN of 
sixty millions in the five years of Gen. Jackson’s 
experiment. This was the difference ; and this

dr.'iineil of furty-lwo miilions, ns they were from 
1817 to 18.33. The whole will go lo England. 
Exports will be made to exceed imports and 
at the end of some years we shall ho broiiglit to 
that vaunted period of 1 832, with from “twon 
ty to twenty-two niillions of specie;” and the 
whole busir.es.s of the country— crops, com- 
merce, exchanges, realan-l personal propaty, 
8tocks,an-.!evciy<5eyernmeni, State and Fed- 
eral— the prey ofthe Bank of the United States. 

Having shown that the specie in the country 
was increased 1833 to 1837, from twenty mil 
lions to eighty miliions, Mr. B. wished the 
friends of the non-resumption b.inks to rconr.- 
cile an apparent contradiction. It was this, 
that with only twenty millions of specie in 
1833, they belli the currency to bo snuiidosl, 
safest, and finest upon earth ! aii-J now, tvith 
eighty millions of specie in Ihe country, (hey 
hold the country to be utterly ruincti, aud total- 
ly unable to raise picayunes and nine ponces to 
carry to the po=t office, or to market! This 
was a contradiction wtiich he wished to see re- 
conciled; and until it was reconciled, he must 
be permitted to believe that, as eighty millioiis 
is four times greater llian twenty millions; so is 
the country four times more able to pay specie 
in 1837 than it was in 1832. 

Mr. B. besought gentlemen not lo be distres- 
sed at the thoughts of parting fcompftoy.with 
(heir dear sbin-piasicrs. It was quite possible 
lo live without them, nnu to live well. lie had 
experience on this subject. There were no shin- 
plasters in Missouri, and there was no distress 
or misery there. All was flourishing and hap- 
py : real estate, personal estate, produce, labor, 
nil bearing the highest prices ever known be- 
fore, and hard money in every man’s pocket. 
He had aletter from ono of the principal me- 
chanics of St. Louis, in answer to an inquiry 
made of him, which stated tho prices of labor 
in St. Louis, and which with the *eave of the 
Senate he would read. The letter was as fol* 
lows : 

“St, Louis, Nov. 20, 1837. 

Sir: After iny best respects to yourself and 
family, in compliance with a wish expresred by 
you to me a few days before you left this city 
for Washington, I wiile to give you a state- 
ment of the wages given to mechanics and la- 
borers in this city and adjoining districts, which 
are a s follows : For house carpenters, two dol- 
lars perday; for boat builders or ship carpen 
ters, two dollars and fifty cents per day ; stone- 
cutters, three dollars per day ; plasterers, two 
dollars and fifty cents to three dollars per day ; 
painters, two dollars per -lap ; blncksiuiths, two 
dollars per day; cabinet makers, piece work, 
fifteen dollars per week ; saddlers, piece work, 
say I'rom fifteen to eighteen dollars per week ; 
tailors, piece work, say from twelve to twenty 
dollars per week; quarrynien, one dollar and 
fifty cents per day, and the siiperintcndant or 
foreman of a quarry, two dollars per day; la- 
boring hands, digging cellars and working in 
the streets, one dollar and twenty-five cents to 
one dollai and fifty cents per day; laboring 
men to work on a farm, twenty dollars per 
month and found. 

Respectfully, your sincere friend, 

Hon. Thomas H. Demon.” 

Such are the prices of labor in St. Louis — 
such the rewards of labor in that place; — and 
this only gives one view of tho state of things 
in that city. Its commerce was still more 
striking; nnd certain he was that he saw more 
commerce in tho port, nnd on the wharf of St. 
St, Louis, the day he left there , than he had 
seen from that place to Washiiigton city, inclu- 
ding all that he saw in all the cities, towns and 
villages on the Ohio river pul together. And 
that without banks: for tlieone chartered last 
winter was more in name than in substance, 
and issued no notes except (or specie deposited, 
dollar for dollar. Mr. B. expressed his belicfi 
that St Louis, in point of arriving and depar- 
ting tonnage, was now tho third city of the U- 1 
nion; that New York was first, New Orleans, 
second, and St. Louis third; and that she hail, 
uttuined this eminence without hanks and ! 
without shin-plasters, and was adv.incin^ at 
this moment with a degree of rapidity and en- 
joying at this moment with a degree of CRE- 
DIT, prosperity and happinoss, wliich no bank- 
ridden or shin-plastered city in America can , 
boast of. ' 

.Mr. B said the policy of General Jackson 
must succeed. It was right in itself, and would, 
succeetl. It might be frustrated tem()or.irily 
by a combination of banks, und was now frus- 
trated by them; but there were good banks 
and had bank in the country, and a ilivision 
would take place among them ; and in that di- 
vision every bank and every political party will 
lake its own station. Gold and silver, now 
four times more iihiindant in tho United Stales 
than ttiey were five years ago, will continue lo 
increase; the public determination to Jtate 
them will increase; tlie public determination 
to have them will increase just in the propor- 
tion to the efforts to deprive the country of 
Iheiii; dc'oslalion of shin-plasters nqd broken 
bank nates will increase in proportion to the 
efforts to continue them in circulation; and, 
evenlu.ahy,*tlie day of recoil, of reviit-ion, must 
come. Shiii-p'asters will be put down, ii i mat- 
iter who defends ihr-in; broken bank notes, -.-.-ill 
be put down, no inallcr wh-i ciici t -e.m ; 

I banks V-ill have to resume or dir; no m*it*.;r 
! who opp-rst-s the resnmi-tion : g-dd -vill cn -le 
'into circiihition. no matter wiio U-ites gold; 
iharil in-iiiey will hr- the ro-iiin.in i -irreiicy of 
I the country, no matter who wi-hes the cont.a- 
ry ; a pesMf*-roos i«soe of small h-tok n -tos iin- 
tier t'vi-nty ilollnrs will be =iiiipres-pd. n-r mat- 
ter who is for small notes; bank* II be to itie 
responsihle for their dnbts, no matter who is for 
irresponsibility. These things will come to 
pass, not becausa this or that man says so, but 
because they are right in themselves; and what' 
is right in itself will eventually succeed to every ' 
monil and intelligent community. Yes, “the 
experiment” has increased our specie, in five 
years, from twenty millions to eighty millions; 
it is now increasing it at the rate of many mil-1 
lions per aniinm ; it will continue to iucreasei 
until tho whole country is fitted with gold and' 
silve-r, until the quantity is so great that resis-j 
tance can no longer he made to it.s circulation 
and then broken bank paper, shin-plasters, and 
all their friends and supporters, will sink togeth- 
er. These things will happen; they will come 
to pass, blit not without contest nnd arduous 
struggling. Great will be the effort to keep up 
the broken bank and and shin-pi ister system — 
an effort doubly directed lo force the circtila- 
ti-in of this trash, nnd to resist all measures to 
I restore their constitutional currency. We sec 
this circulation forced every where; we see all 
atl mpts to check it universally and systema- 
tically opposed. In the New York Convention: 
of banks, in the Congress of Ihe United States,! 
in the State Legislatures, it is nil the same] 
thing, nnd by the same party. Opposition! ep-1 
position! opposition! lo all me.tsiires proposed 
(or the resumption of specie payments, an-l no 
propositioft of any measure in place ol those 



oppos'd to coerce the rcsiimplioii. Tlii-oppo. 
sitioii is made by the Bank of the United Stales 
and its friends. That insMtiition and its friends 
now stand as the SOLE OBS I ACLEb to tire 
resumption of specie payments.

On the 20th of November the (iucen 
went ill state to ihe House of L irds, u- 
midst great crowds of her subjects, and 
delivered the foilowino speech : 

“.Ry Lor Jit and GenlUmen, 

“I ha ve thought it right to assemble 
you for the transaction of public business 
at the earliest convenient peri-id after 
the dissolution ot 'lio late Parliament. 

“It is with great satisfaction that I 
have received from all Foreign Powers 
the strongest assurances of their friendly 
disposition, nnd of their earnest desire lo 
cullivale nnd maitilain with me the roia- 
tions of amity; nnd I rejoice in tlio pros- 
pect that I shall be able to promote the 
l)cst interests of my subjects by securing 
lo thorn the advantages of peace. 

“I lament that civil war still alHicIs 
the kinirdom of Spain. I continue (o ex- 
en-ise with fidelity the engagements of 
my Crown with the Queen of Spain, ac- 
cording tothc stipulations of the Treaty 
of Quadruple Alliance 
I “I have directed a Treaty of Com- 
merce, which I have concluded with the 
United Republic of Peru and Bolivia, to 
ho laid before von, and I hope soon to 
be able to communicate to you similar 
results of my negotiations with other 
Powers. 

“I recommend to your serious con- 
sideration the slate of the Province of 
Lower Canada. 

'^Gentlemen ofthe House of Commons, 

“The demise of the Crown renders it 
necessary that a now provision should bo 
made for the Civil list. I place, unre- 
servedly, at your disposal, those Hered- 
itary Revenues which were transferred 
to the public by my immediate predeces- 
sor; and I have commanded that such 
papers ns may be necessary for the full 
examination of this subject, shall he pre- 
pared and laid 'jefore you. l-csiroiis 
that the expendiutre in this, as in 
every other department of the Govern- 
ment, should be kept within due limits, I 
feel confident that you will gladly make 
adequate provision for the support ofthe 
honor and dignity of the Crown. 

“The estimates for the services of 
next year are in course of preparation, 
and will be laid before you at the accus- 
tomed period. I have directed that 
the utmost economy should he enforced 
in every branch of the public expendi- 
ture. 

'‘My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“The external peace and domestic 
tranquillity which at present happily pre- 
vail, arc very favorable for the consider- 
ation of such mo asures of reformation 
and amendment as may be necessary or 
expedient, and your attention will natu- 
rally be directed to that course of legis- 
lation, which was intcrrunied by the ne- 
cessary dissolution of the last Parlia- 
ment. 

“The result of the inquiries, which 
have been made into tho condition of the 
poor in Ireland has been already laid be- 
fore Parliament, and it will bo yout du- 
ty to consult whether it may ziot bo safe 
and wise lo establish b law some well 
digested means of relief for the destitute 
in that country. 

“Tho municipal govornmon- of the 
citiesand towns in Ireland calls for better 
regulation. 

“The laws which govern the collec- 
tion of the ty the composition in Ireland 
i require revision nnd amendment. Con- 
I vinced that the bettor and more effectual 
administration of justice is amongst the 
first duties of a Sovereign, I request your 
attention to those measures which will 
be submitted loyou for the improvement 
of the law. 

“Youcannot but be sensible of the 
deep importance of these questions which 
I have submitted to you, nnd of tho ne- 
cessity of treating them in tint spiritof 
impar'tiallity and justice which afford.® 
tho best hope of bringing them to a hap- 
py and useful termination. In meeting 
this parliament — the first that has been 
elected under my authority — I am anx- 
ious to declare my confidence in your 
loyalty and wisdom. The early age at 
which I am called to the Sovereignly of 
this kingdom renders it a more impera- 
live duty that under Divine Providence, 

I should place mv reliance tipon your 
cordial eo-operalino, and upon tho love 
and affection of all my people.”

The present quick sales nnd 
increased prices may therefore not last 
long. 

News of the recent troubles in Canada 
tiad reached England On the first of 
December, Mr. Leader de.sired to know 
ol Lord John Russell whether the troops 
in Lower Canada had been increased, 
whether an increase had been applied 
for, and when the ministry would biiug 
forward their conciliatory measures. 

Lord John Russell replied, that he he- 
believcd some troops had been sent from 
New Brunswick to Lower Canada. The 
question whellier Lord Goslord had ap- 
plied for any increase of military force 
he declined answering for the present. 
He was uot aware that any accounts 
had reached England of an increase of 
desertions. He could not state at what 
time any measures could be brought for- 
ward on the subject ofthe last inquiry; 
tlie course of her Majesty’s ministers 
miuht be varied by the intelligence which 
they might receive. At all events, the 
Government were persuaded that it was 
their duly to support in Canada the cause 
of those who were well affected lo the 
Crown.

Ail the pas- 
sengers nnd crew were saved, and the 
vessel is not much damaged.

ing nor do we believe there will be any. 
'The Lower Province appears to be (iuilI 
and all the forces in the upper, is confi 
ned to Navy Island, where little can be 
done by either party. Gov. Marcy and 
Gen. Scott had arrived at Bulftlo and 
would no doubt very soon stop all inter- 
ference of our citizens in a cause hope 
less to the patriots. 

Wo have no oflicial report of the Flor- 
ida war, — The Indians have been driven 
■from some of their hiding places with 
heavy losses of horses and provisions, 
which must bring that war to a close. 
Jt appears, that most of the lending chiefs 
have surrendered or been taken prison- 
ers, those now in arms are too few to hold 
out. 

The swamps give an advantage which 
has cost our\invading army severe losses 
in both officers and men. 

This must always be ex[)ecled in a 
war with such an enemy. — Kentucki 
recollects the loss of her best citizens in 
the wars of Harmer, St. Clair, and the 
Tippecanoe vitcory. The best effirts 
of Gen. Washington, who then presided 
over the destinies of this republic could 
not save the brave Fountain, Hardin, 
Oldham and the countless multitude who 
fell in the old Indian war.

In the Gaiette of the -Ith we published the 
etterofGen. Jackson, ileiiying, explicitly, a 
itatement which had been made in the Nash- 
ville Banner, ascoining from him, that Mr. Van 
Bnren must go down, &c. After this denial of 
the General, the Banner unileiiook to substun- 
liate the truth of the charge, and Mr. Hughes 
acknowledged himself ns the communicant to 
the Bannei, and promised to prove the (act by 
a gentleman, who he represented as respectable, 
high minded and honorable. 

Most of the Whig presses mentioned ihe de- 
nial of General Jackson, and inserted Ihe evi- 
dence ailduced by Mr. Hughes in support of 
the charge: but as we cannot find room for all 
their remarks, we will quote the observations 
of the Louisville Journal, Ihe editor of which 
it was proposeil hy the Whig members of Con- 
gress, to bay and transfer to the City of Wash- 
ington, to occupy the station now filled by the 
iigni/ied editors of the National Intelligencer.

"ft is an indisput able fact, that Gen. Jackson 
has been convicted of downright falsehood mere 
frequently than any other public man in the 
nation-even T. H. Benton not excepted.

H would be the duty of 
any honest Judge to exclude his testimony from 
a Court of Justice on the ground of his not be 
ing upon a par with mankind in general for 
iriith and veracity.” 

That Wise end others, with souls of the same 
caliber, should continoe to endeavor to hunt 
down and harass the venerable ex-President^ 



for possessing tirtnis to which they could never 
aspire, alter he has retired from public life, with 
the intention of passing his remaining few days 
as a private citizen, is not to be wondered at by 
those who know the malevolence of their hearts; 
but for honorable, chivalrous men to leave no 
method unassayed, without any regard to truth, 
to render unhappy the last days of a patriotic 
chief, who has shed more lustre upon his coun- 
try than any other since the days of our glo- 
rious revolution, is a meanness for which, i/i/iey 
had eonseienees, they would be brought to a 
heavy reconing. 

We h-ave said that most of the Whig papers 
inserted the pretended proofs of Mr. Hughes, 
to substantiate the charge made by him. W ill 
they shew that they have fairness enough to 
publish the following letter to that nenlkman, 
upon which he relied folly to prove it?

niuoication of Ihe Ex-President, you have now 
called upon me to admit, that it was upon my 
authority that slBtcment was made; — and with 
a view, as it woulil seem, toviraw fro.m nie the 
desire.'! confirmation, you are careful to spPcify 
the place .There, and the person in whose hear- 
ing the allpYCo .'fatemeiit was make. You ob- 
serve, that it was ma.-lo by me to yourself and 
W. H. Johnson, in the .^ruate t hamber, at 
Nashville, during my late visit B>at place; 
and to aid iny recollection, I siippC'*^! 
ikindly furnish me with the following deter. 
the remarks alleged to have been made by me 
on that occasion: — You recollect, 1 have no 
doubt , of your telling Esquire Johnson and my- 
self, that General Jackson had said, while iu 
Nashville last, that the administration of Mr. 
Van Bnren, or that .Mr. Van Bnren himself, 
would fall or go down, but that he would die 
gloriously or fall in a glorious cause, and that 
he. General Jackson, knew, so soon as Mr. 
Van Buren admitted that he might by possibili- 
ty be wrong, as he had, by convening Congress 
last fall, that he must or would go dow n.” — 
Now Sir, ill n-ply, I have only to say, and that 
too in the most unqualified terms of deni.il, 
that I never made the statement attributed to 
me in the above quotation from your letter, to 
yourself, Mr . Johnson or any other person, “in 
the above quotaiioii from your lelicr, to your- 
self, Mr. Johnson or any other person, “iu the 
Senate Chamber,” or elsewhere. I again re- 
peat it, that I had myself heard General Jack- 
sou make the ohservatinns above imputed to 
him ; nor have 1 ever assumed to state the fact, 
that ho made them to others. Here, Sir, I 
should have been pleased to close this comniii- 
iiicaiioii; but the very extraordinary course 
yon have taken iu this affair, so improper in it- 
self ami unjust to me, tlem.'inds that 1 should 
make a furtner response. There was a lloating 
rumor about the time of General Jackson’s vi- 
sit to Nashville, imputing to him some such re- 
marks ns those yon liavc referretl to, and I (hink 
it not unlikely, 1 may h.ive spoken of it to some 
of my acquaintances at Narhville; but I do not 
iciueniher to have so dotic, either to yourself or 
.Mr. Johnson. I knew nothing myself of the 
origin of this rumor, and not believing its au- 
thenticity. felt no disposrtioii to inquire into its 
truth or falsehood. It was, in my judgement, 
wholly inconsistent with the character of the 
Ex-President for constancy und devotion to the 
principles of his political life, iiiid to his friends 
who were pleilged to c.arry out those principles 
in the practical administraiion of the Govern- 
ment, and with the confidence, too, which has 
ever been expressed by that distingui-hed man 
in Ihe patriotism ami intelligence of Ihe peo- 
ple. Entertaining these views, therefore, arid 
being of the political cast attributed to roe in 
your publication in the Banner and oihenvise,. 
It would seem impossible that I would be hasty 
in crediting any loose, unauthenticated state- 
ment of the kind alluded to, or that I would 
ullempi to give it credit, by assuming it to be 
true. If then at any lime, during my visit to 
Nashville, I fhoiild have alluded to the sinrpos- 
cd remarks of General Jackson, which pe .-haps 
is not improbable when I consider the frt e and 
confiilential character of our intercourse while 
there, and the gieat interest attached tiv what- 
ever is said or done by that eminent muii, yet 
I most confidently assert, that such all asion, if 
made by me at ell, could not have Ix eii made 
in other terms than such as would ch'iracterise 
the statement as idle, unsupported ru mor. This 
I felt and thought whenever I heat d or spoke 
of it. 1 did not, as the friend of iV.r. Van Bu- 
ren, believe his administration wo' dd be unsuc- 
cesslul, or that it would becond«;mned by the 
great Ixidy of the American pe jple, notwiih ■ 
standing the late defection o'‘ the State of New 
Ynrk. I knew also, the high abiding confi- 
dence entertained by General Jackson for the 
distinguished head of the present Administrii- 
tion. Is it not then, improb'ihle, nay, impossi- 
ble, that I could have atteir.pted to give credit 
to a tumor which implied that “the noblest Ro- 
man of them all” was the first to lose confi 
deuce in Ihe power of the present Administra- 
tion to sustain itself? That he, by whom you 
say this lofty jiolitical euifice has been raised, 
should be the first to admit it all a “baseless 
fabric,” — and to proclaim to the American peo- 
ple, at Ihe present important juncture, the 
weakness and inefficiancy of a Chief Magis- 
trate, OH wliom he is known to rest all his hopcv 
of perpetuating the principles of his late ad- 
minisfrntion. But, Sir. the manTur in which 
you have brought the matter before the public 
next demands attention. You say, that not 
considering the alleged conversation confiden- 
tial, you S|K)ke of it “to many persons,” and to 
the Editor of the Banner, hy whom it was made 
the subject of an editorial article. Now, Sir, 

I submit it to you, to say, if such a statement 
had really been made by me to yon, on the oc- 
casion alluded to, and under the circumstances 
represented by you, in a moment of frank and 
unreserved intercourse , whether it wasiiota 
gross nnd wsnlon violation ot Ihe rules of pro- 
priety that govern gentlemen in social life, foi 
you to give it piibllcitv in the way you hav4. 
done, by not only spending of it “to many per 
sons,” but also bami it over for publication to 
ihe public journals? Amicable and social in* 
tercourse would cease lo exist if the observa- 
tions of each one of a c»»mpany are to be seized 
upon by the others, and iiiade the subject of a 
communication to public press. Nor would 
this censure be the less merited though there 
were no express injunction of confidence. It is 
always implied among men of liberal and hoii- 
arable feeling. Any other rule than this would 

destroy all confidence in social hie, for who 
‘ would hold confidence with his fellow-man, if 
iat the lime he should be taking notes for piibli- 
'c.alion? Such viuliiion as this, of all soc-al 
Ii.icht 5 , mii‘t sink him who is guilty of it, iu th« 
eslimalioii of all honorable men, into » mere 
peiiny-i>ost for the public press. According to 
your own showing, you have been guilty of this 
violation on the present occasion, by publish- 
ine a pi ivalo conversation which you say you 
' held with me ; and even erliiiilting any conver- 
sasion at all to have taken place, you have cer- 
Itainlv been so iiiifortuiiate to yourself, iiiid iiu- 
just to me, as lo give it a versi in which all the 
circumstances stamp as grossly incorrect. Be- 
in- unexpectedly called upon to make good 
vo'iir statement, in consequence of the response 
of (jcnr^nil Jockson denouncing U hs fa!^, and 
calling ft>r the author, your course seems to 
have been to draw from me the desired confir- 



mation by pretended profession of corifidencc! 
in my integ^rity and truth; und yet before 1 amj 
called upon to give the confirmation you so, 
confidently anticipate, you gratuitously cvill a, 
witness lo prove what you profess to believe' 
would not be contrailictcd by me. If you were 
iudecd sincere in the high opinion you have ex- 
pressed of my character for lniih,why I would 
ask, Sir,4lid you collect testimony tii advance,, 
to substantiate a statement, which if, imlccit, 
made by me, ns you assert, you had no reason 
lo suppose I, ns a man of truth, would contra- 
dict? Before an opportunity is given me, either^ 
to artirm or deny the statement, you proceed 
before hand to prop it, hy the ceriificatc of a 
gentleman, who you are careful to infoim the* 
public, is a Senator of the Slate LeKislature; 
and who, volunteering his evidence under snch , 
suspicious circumstances, would seem to require, 
in your opinion, some such adventitious support 
to entitle him to credit . All this anxiety, Sir, 
to establish the truth of a statement before it 
had received any contradiction from me, and 
of which you pretended t<» expect u speedy con- 
firmation, must carry with it the most conclu- 
sive evidence that you fully anticipated the 
character of the response I would make. I 
would fain believe that you were mistaken in

The Raft in Red River. — .Among the 
documciils accompanying the President’s 
Message lo Congress, we find some very 
interresting slatemenis, relative lo (he 
gigantic niulcriakitig of Capt. Shreve, to 
remove the great raft upon Red River. 
This obstruction originally ocviipicd a 
space of upwards of two hundred miles; 
and there is siitticieiit evidence, that it 
has existed for ages before the discovery 
of the country, while its banks exhibit 
indubi'able pn of lhal it once extended 
lo within fifty miles of the confluence of 
that river with the Mississippi. The 
annual increasemenl has been estimated 
at two miles; aad once formed, the ser- 
peni ine course of the stream forbids all 
possibility of removal, except by artifici- 
al measures, or the slow process of de- 
cay. In some places the raft is conden- 
sed to an astonishing depth, anu lOrms 
what U called th? “sunken raft a sin- 
gle strong log removed will sometimes 
liberaie hundreds.— The raft region may 
now bo consitlered under three divisions: 
that from which the raft is entirely re- 
moved, extending 146 miles from the 
commencement ; lhal in which the raft 
is cut up and fliatod off — for which no- 
thing is wanted but a strong current 
which must ultimately take place — 33 
miles in extent ; and that, lastly, which 
has not yet been commenced. — The wa- 
ter expelled from the channel by the raft 
into the lakes, partillel to the banks as 
the obstruction is retnovpd, returns and 
occupies the bed of the rtresm, at the 
commencement of the raft there is little 
or no current. This has added much to 
the labor in removing the obstruction;' 
and many of the logs removed, Ifave 
floated hack subsequently by a rise in the 
Mississippi. — The removal now of a few 
yards of solid raft, causes a fall of eigh- 
teen inches above it, and a rise of six 
feet below. There remains only aboul 
four miles of raft to be removed; and, 
when the channel is once clear, the cur- 
rent will be powerful nnd deep, and the 
banks on either side will be lofty and firm, 
Capt. Shreve declares, that all can be ac- 
complisheH in three months after a suita- 
ble appaopriation from Congress is made. 

The magnitude of this undertaking, 
and Ihe results which must ensue from 
its accomdlishmont can not be too highly 
appreciated. The river is navigable for 
more than 200 miles above the raft, aud 
through a region uni ivniletl in fertiliiy. 
Though now thinly settled it is rapidly- 
populating — hundreds await the r-emoval 
of the raft as a signal for entering the 
country — and all its vast resoorOvs and 
natural wealth must soon be developed. 
The result of this undertalving, once in- 
volved in doubt, as well as the perrnanentj 
advantages which would rnsuo, are no 
longer problematical. The indefatiga- 
ble industry — the untiring enterprise — 
the indomitable perseverance, nnd the' 
enlarged and scientific designs of Cai’T.
